Pullets will lay all winter iC they 
get started In Septomber or October. 
It id best to feed them heavily, on a 
good laying ration right along Tank- 
age should 'bo Included. In the mash. 
A good mixture. la made up as to\- 
lows:. 100 lbs. each of ground corn, 
ground oata. branmlddllngB ^nd. tank- 
age. Tankage may be obtained from 
Darling & Co., Swift & Co. or Armour 
& Co., Chicago^ also.ifrom gome of the 
local dealers. Be sure to get higli 
grade tankage. Comparisons on 40 
farms In Michigan recently showed 
that where tankage was. fed to the 
Hock, the net return " per hen was 
more Uian twlgo where it -was not 
fed. 

The culling season is now over. 
The proper time to do this work Is 
during September. 

Prices of farm products at the farm 
relative to 1913 as 100 are, "Wool 189, 
Cotton 170, potatoes 124, Eggs 118, 
Butter 124, Hogs UI, wheat 112, Corn 
105, Hay 96,.

THE BUHDELL MURDER . 

■y^HBNEVEU a mysterious murder 
case.flnds apace upon the first 
pages of Now York newepapera and 
ucglns to command nation-wide atten- 
tlo^ It Is fairly certain that, sooner or 
»uter, the commentators will com'- 
mtnce to drnw comparisons between 
Its details and thoae of the Burdell 
nmur. one of the moat mysterious 
Crimea In the annals of the metro- 
polltan police force, a murder which 
included every element of the sensa- 
tional and bizarre. 

Dr. Harvey Burdell. tlie chief figure 
in the mystery, was u dentist who, 
solely through, his o^?n elToria had 
built up a wlde'asd extensive practice 
in the city nnd had been connected 
witir at least three approachea to 
matrimony which had reaulted In pre- 
nuptlal quarrela and conaequent aever- 
iince of agreements. At the time of 
m« death. Dr. Burdell had been living 
m a house rented by a airs. Cunning- 
ham, the dentist iislng one of the 
front rooms for hia ofllce and sleeping 
at the re/ir. He kept only one serv- 
ant, u combination ofllce-hoy nnd valet 
who slept outside the house. The only 
rosldenta of the building were u manii- 
facturer named Eckel and George V. 
SnodgrasH, the son of a clergyman. * ; 
One rainy afternoon Dr. Burdell left 
the house about Ave o'clock and. as 
Boyeral persons aftenvarda testified 
walked In the direction of Broadway 
up Chambers street Mrs. Cunnlng- 
mm and her two other lodgers were 
m the house nil evening, but heard 
nothing which seemed In tho least out 
of the ordinary, retiring at the usual 
hour. ' 

Earjy the next morning, the ofllce ) 
boy nttempted to enter Dr. Burdell's 
ofllce In order to attend to his usual 
round of cleaning and found that the 
door appeared to be Jnnmied by Home 
henvy object prea.slng against It from 
the nslde. Pushing harder, the door 
hnally gave way and the ser\'ant stag- 
gered Into the room, only to be halted 
by the sight of his employer lying 
upon the floor, fully dressed nnd with 
the light still' burning brightly. The 
corpse, however, was covered with 
clotted blood nnd there wore large 
splashes of blood over practically 
every piece of furniture In the room 
as well as on the floor, tho walls and 
a porilon of the celling. Tlie dentist 
had evidently put up a hard fight for 
his life but -had finally succumbed to 
the more than a dozen wounds found 
upon his body— wounds which had 
very evidently been made by a' long 
Blender dagger, something on the order 
of a stiletto. 

Furihor to complicate matters, the 
nvestlgatlons of the police developed 
that at least two persons Imd been 
connected with the crime— one of 
them having parihilly throttled the 
dentist by means of a thin cord, while 
the other had repeatedly stabbed him. 
The position of the wounds also Indi- 
cated that one of the assallanls was 
left-handed, for no right-handed per- 
son could haye delivered blows at the 
angles of those In. Dr. Burdeirs body. 
Upon the slight evidence presented 
by the fact that Mrs, Cunningham, the 
landlady, was left-handed, she was Im- 
mediately arre.sted as were Eckel and 
Snodgniss; But, at the trial,, which 
ensued, the defense was able to riddle

■ police that Mrs. Cunningham, with 
tjio aid of her lodgers, had killed Dr.

beyond nn^ question of doubt Is pos- , 
fiible throUKb tlie discoveries already { 
made. Baal, or BauMIanuuon, Is the 
monstrous deity mentioned hundreds 
of times In the Bible und In other an- 
cient writings. Students of the Bible 
and children who attend Sunday school 
remember passages In the Old Testa- 
ment telling how the Israelites were 
wnrned against this Ulolatrous wor- 
snip and its Infnmous practices. 

I'lie chief characteristic of the Bnnl- 
Hnmnion worship was tho aacrlOce of 
human belntrs in cruel and varied 
forms. Each temple of Baal contalneil 
tt huge aiKl monstrous Idol, usually of 
bronze, buT -sometimes of stone, and 
it was to this Idol that tlie victims 
wbre sacrlMccd. Occusloniilly young 
cldldten were offered up, but usually 
it was some beautlfnl maiden who was 
chosen to become tlie "bride of Biial " 
Sometimes the victims were con- 
suined by Are. Frequently tliev were 
Bnbjectcd to longer and even more 
atrocious torments. When the victim 
was tfl perish by lire, three dllTerent 
methods were used. lu every case, 
however, the maiden was (irst placed 
"In the arms of Bnal," or, rather, on 
n sort of platform on the knees of the 
seated Idol between the arms. 

IJy one method Are wm made to 
spout from tho mouth of the over- 
hanging head. By another the plat- 
form Itself was Iieated redliot. By a 
third the plntforni' was tipped buck- 
ward by a mechanical contrivance and 
the victim was burled Into a seething 
flery furnace in the interior, of tho 
Idol© 

More cruel even than the deatli by 
Are was the placing of the "bride" on 
luxurious cushions laid In the lap of 
Baal. When the priests departed, 
sealing the great stone doors after 
tiiem. lions or other savage beasts 
were turned loose to roam the temple 
floor. Tho terror-stricken maiden 
could .then remain on the cuahloha 
slowly -to starve to death or might 
choose the quicker method of casUnz 
herself to the'beasts below.

California Decision That Nippon- 
ese l\lot White Uphold 
by High Court 



LAW MEANS CAUCASIAN RACE 



Supreme Tribunal's Final Decision 
4 Holda That Enllghtmenl and Cul- 
ture of Mikado's. People Is Not 
Germane to Controversy. 

AVashlngton, Nov, 14.— The United 
States Supremo court held that Jaiv 
aneso are not white within Uic mean- 
ing of the American law and are not 
entitled to citizenship In the United 
States,. Tlio decision was a conllnna- 
tlon of n nillng by tiie California Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals In a test case 
brought liy Tnkao Ozawa of Honolulu, 
who clalnied ho wns "white" and 
therefore ellgiblo for citizenship In 
tlio United States. The Supreme 
court of the state of Washington was 
upheld In denying citizenship to 
Takjul ynmashltn and Charles Ulo 
Kono of Seattle In the same decision. 

The decision hold that tho two Jnp- 
onese wore not entitled to naturnllzu- 
tlon undor».HpItod States laws and 
therefore could not enter a business 
pnrtJiershlp. 

The Supremo court's decision In 
tliose cases has long l)ccn awaited, 
particularly on the I'aclllc coast, 
where nntl-Jnpancse feeling exists. 

Ozawa contended he was entitled 
to American citizenship as a doi-cend- 
nnt of the white tribe of AIsu. Ho 
started Ids light for citizenship sev- 
eral years ago In lluwali, but was de- 
feated in the courts there and also 
In the higher courts In California. 
Ozawa has lived In Hawaii since his 
childhood and was educated in the 
American scliools there. 

Vunmshita presented nn argument 
similar to tlmt of Ozawa. He aji- 
pealed to tho Supremo court wlien the 
courts of tlio slate of Washingtnn de- 
nied him tho privilege of Incorporat- 
ing a real estate company because of 
his ineligibility of citizenship.
